THE 
MKXICAN DOLLAR 


The Senate baa been considering a 


resolution to direct the President to 
enter into negotiations with Mexico 
for permission to coin Mexican dol- 
lars in the United States Mints for use 
in trade with China, Japan and other 
Asiatic countries where such dollars 
pass current. It is contended by the 
advocates of this novel scheme that it 
would tend to create a demand for sil- 
ver and enhance the value of the metal, 
perhaps, a cent or two an ounce. At 
any rate it would keep thf United 
States Mints running to their full 
pacity, and to that extent, at least, 
would benefit the coantry. It is also 
claimed that the Mexican dollar woulc 
increase our commerce with China anc 
extend our trade generally through 
Eastern Asia. 


The Mexican Minister at Washing 


ton, Senor Romero, informs Senator 


• Stewart that the scheme is impractio 


able. Mexico has mints of its own anc 
will not consent to the coinage of its 
money in the Unit • 1 States. If there 
are advantages to l_ Jjrived from the 
coinage of Mexican dollars for use 
in Asiatic countries Mexico will not re- 
linquish them to benefit the United 
States. 


The Mexican dollar is a favorite sil- 


ver coin in China because it contains 
more silver than the United States dol- 
lar. This fact was well known to Con- 
gress years ago, and a bill was passed 
authorizing the coinage of trade dol- 
lars for circulation in Asiatic countries, 
The trade dollar contained 420 grains 
of standard silver—7^ grains more 
than the standard dollar. The demon- 
etization act of 1873 made the trade 
dollar a legal tender at its nominal 
value to the amount of five dollars 
Millions of those dollars were coined 
and their use was not confined to the 
Chinese trade. They were in general 
circulation on this coast, and in many, 
if not in all, the States east of the 
Kooky Mountains. For some reason 
the gold ring did not like the trade 
dollar, and it was completely demone- 
tized and its coinage suspended, though 
it was supplanting the Mexicon dollar 
in the Asiastic trade because it con- 
tained more silver. When John Sher- 
man was Secretary of the Treasury 
under Hayes he issued an edict that 
trade dollars should not be received in 
any department of the government, 
and a person could not get a postage 
stamp for an American dollar at any 
postofHce if the postmaster obeyed in- 
structions. 


Now, if all the advantages claimed 


could be derived from the Coinage of 
Mexican dollars, simply because they 
contain more silver than the Ameri- 
can dollars, why not resume the coin- 
age of the trade dollar? Has the gold 
riru,' such a mortal antipathy to silver 
that it v.-ill not permit the impress of 
the UuiU-cl States mints on coins com- 
posed of that metal? Why not coin a 
dollar containing fully as much pure 
silver as the Mexican dollar for use in 
the Chinese trade? This can be done 
without the permission of Mexico, and 
it will be equally as advantageous to 
this country as if Mexican dollars were 
coined at our mints. 


If Congress wants to benefit silver 


and prevent the marching of Indus 
trial armies to Washington by remov- 
ing the cause of such organizations, it 
should pass a bill to coin silver on the 
same terms as gold at our mints. This 
it can do without the consent of any 
foreign country, and this it would do if 
it did not fear the gold ring much 
more than it does Coxey's army. 


than if transportation by rail had been 
provided for the men. East of the 
Missouri the coantry is densely popu- 
lated and the few hundred unarmed 
men comprising the army will be lost 
sight of, or, if they keep on to Washing- 
ton, as their leaders expect them to do, 
they will be provided for in some way, 
if they keep the peace, and if not they 
will be treated as other criminals are. 


The people of Ogden, according to 


the local papers, were dissatisfied with 
the action of the authorities and much 
sympathy was expressed for the mem- 
bers of the army, as hundreds of them 
did not have sufficient clothing. 


THEY have industrial armies in Aus- 


tralia as well as in the United States. 
The unemployed number thousands 
and large deputations of them are 
iniiMng appeals to the Premiers to aid 
them by giving them employment. Do 
our goldbng friends who attribute the 
condition of affairs here to the McKin- 
ley law or Wilson bill, think the tariff 
is the cause of the depression in Aus- 
tralia? 


CONGRKSSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


THIS INDUSTRIAL AKMY. 


The California contingent of the In- 


dustrial Army left Ogden City, Utah, 
escorted by a detachment of Ter- 
ritorial cavalry. The army captured a 
Union Pacific train of empty box cars 
east of Ogden and no attempt was made 
to arrest the men. The army is intent on 
going to Washington. 
When it ar- 


rived at Ogden it was surrounaad by 
the militia, which had been ordered out 
by Governor West. Though the mem- 
bers of the army had violated no law 
and, so far as known, were guilty of no 
crime, except being penniless, which is 
now one of tho most serious offenses in 
the opinion of many persons, they were 
treated as outlaws from the moment 
they set foot on Mormon soil. Had 
Brigham Young been alive and in power 
he would doubtless have given the 
army the alternative of going to work 
or leaving the Territory, but under the 
more enlightened administration of the 
present executive of the Territory the 
men were corralled like so many sheep 
and given no option whatever as to 
what they should do. Some of them 
endeavored to escape with the inten- 
tion, it is supposed, of boarding out- 
going Union Pacific trains, but were 
prevented by the guards. 


This condition of affairs is'deplor- 


able. A majority of the members of 
the army are young men under 25 
years of age. That they are deluded 
there cannot be much doubt as they 
can accomplish nothing by going to 
Washington, but that they have a right 
to go there*, nevertheless, must be con- 
ceded. 
They are going through the 


country peaceably and unarmed. Cali- 
fornia cities adopted measures to aid 
them on their journey at the least pos- 
sible expense to the citizens. Trans- 
portation was furnished them.from one 
;ity 
to another and as far east as 


Dgdeu. Had Ogden followed the ex- 
imple of Oakland and Sacramento it 
vould have been less expensive to the 
jeople of Utah. The army pursues its 
iourae eastward at a greater expense 


The Houge to Make Failure to Vote 


Punishable. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—Senator Kyle 


of South Dakota introduced to-day a 
joint resolution proposing a Constitu- 
tional amendment relating to marriage 
and divorce. Eef erred to the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary. 


The Urgency Deficiency bill was 


under consideration for a short time. 
Then Mr. Peffer was recognized and 
delivered the third installment of his 
tariff speech. 


The Democratic managers in the 


House have decided to take heroic 
measures to force the Republicans to 
participate in the proceedings. The 
Committee on Knles held a meeting 
just before the House convened and 
formulated a rule to crush filibuster- 
ing, making failure to vote punishable 
by fine. The Republicans determined 
to contest every inch of ground and a 
fierce parliamentary fight was im- 
mediately precipitated. Speaker Crisp, 
however, swept aside all preliminaries 
and forced the fight on the main is- 
sues. 


As soon as the journal was read the 


Speaker 
recognized 
Mr. -Catchings, 


from the Committee on Rules, to pre- 
sent his report. 


Burrows and Reed attempted to delay 


matters by raising the point of order 
of no quorum, but the Speaker averted 
bis head and refused to recognize 
them. 


The report submitted by the Com- 


mittee on Rules was to amend the 
rules to the effect that every member 
shall be in the House during its sit- 
tings, unless excused or necessarily 
prevented, and shall vote on each ques- 
iion put, unless he has a direct per- 
sonal or pecuniary interest in such 
question. Failure to comply with the 
rule is punishable by a fine of $10. 


Mr. Reed attempted to get the floor, 


but the Speaker would not hear him, 
and the vote on the previous question 
was ordered. The result was 90 to 


othing. 
Burrows demanded the yeas and 


nays on a point of no quorum. The 
Republicans refused to vote, as did 
eleven Democrats, Geary of California 
being one of the eleven. The Populists 
voted with the Democrats. The vote 
stood 141 to 11, showing that the Dem- 
ocrats were 37 short of a quorum. 


On motion of Mr. Catchings a call of 


the House was ordered. 


Under the rules a motion was made 


to excuse Mr. Hull. This motion may 
be followed until the entire list of ab- 
sentees, over 100, is exhausted. Each 
roll call will require half an hour, so 
filibustering may be extended indefi- 
nitely. 
The Democrats promise to 


stand fast until the rule ii adopted.

The Spirit of a Former Pawnbroker and 


Bondholder Interviewed. 


Controling Spirit—We are ready Mr. 


Chairman to consider any question 
which yon may ask. 


Chairman—Call up the spirit of Un- 


cle Harris, the great pawnbroker and 
bondholder. 


Spirit—Uncle Harris is present and, 


at your service. 


Chairman—How do you do Uncle 


Harris. I am very happy to meet you 
again. I presume yon are still in the 
pawnbroking business on the other 
side? 


Uncle Harris—Pawnshops on this 


side of the river are unknown; in fact 
all_Jormer pawnbrokers when they 
reach this side are immediately con- 
signed to the bottomless pit, and are 
boiled in the lake of molten brimstone 
until they are purified. 
Some have to 


stay in the lake much longer than oth- 
ers, owing to the amount of suffering 
that they have caused on earth. 


A voice from the audience—Does the 


fact that you charged me five per cent 
per month compound interest and col- 
lected it yearly in advance, cause you 
any extra inconvenience in the boiling 
cauldron 1 


Uncle 
Harris—Most assuredly it 


does. I have a most vivid recollection 
of all my former loans, but the things 
that cause me the most suffering and 
add several years to my brimstone 
bath, were the parts I took in having the 
currency destroyed at the close of the 
war, and in assisting in the demonetiz- 
ation of silver. 
These two acts have 


caused one hundred times as much suf- 
fering and crime as all other causes 
combined. 


Another voice from the audience— 


I bought a farm and borrowed one- 
third of the [purchase money, giving a 
mortgage on the farm for security. I 
put in three years of hard labor to im- 
prove itj then the mortgage was fore- 
closed a"nd it took the whole farm to 
pay the debt. What made that farm 
depreciate so in value ? 


Uncle Harris—The farm did not de- 


crease in value. You had no security 
for the two-thirds of purchase money 
which yon put in the farm, and you 
played right into the lender's hand 
when you gave him the mortgage. 
A 


little legislation at Washington and a 
little locking up of money by the bond- 
holders aid a sudden demand for 
money to pay debts will increase the 
purchasing power of a dollar two or 
three hundred per cent, but it does not 
increase the debt-paying quality one 
cent. Hence by a little legislation at 
Washington and a little locking up of 
money, you have been fleeced out of 
your hard-earned property. 


Chairman—What is the cause of the 


present tough time. 
The Democrats 


and Republicans keep fighting over the 
tariff and say that is the cause, but a 
great many people arc beginning to 
doubt it. I would like for you to give 
us some light on the subject. 


Uncle Harris—The scheme of the 


money power is to keep the producers 
quarreling among themselves over the 
tariff, in this way they are enabled to 
shape financial legislation so as to 
fleece the people out of their property. 
But the Populists are on to their game 
and are causing the bondholders an 
immense amount of trouble. 
They 
fear that the brass bands and fiery ora- 
tors will not be able to engage 
the people in another sham battle over 
the tariff. As I said before, the destruc- 
tion of over half of the currency at the 
close of the war, the demonetization of 
silver in 1873 and the locking up of 
money by the goldbugs together with 
an enormous demand for money to pay 
debts has fleeced the people out of 
their property, and this property,which 
has been produced by the labor of all, 
is now (through this goldbug bond 
system of confiscation) concentrated in 
the hands of a bond holding aris- 
tocracy. I know that this is the true 
situation ^or I was engaged in helping 
to bring it about while on earth, but 
the bondholders when they reach this 
side of the river will suffer the tor- 
ments of the damned. His Satanic 
Majesty is calling me and I will have to 
return to the lake. Oh, this is terrible.

NUMBER OF PUPILS. 


The first inquiry was directed to the 


number of pupils in the public schools. 
It appears that the monthly enroll- 
ment is now about 560 pupils, as 
against about 520 last year before the 
opening of the Parochial School—an 
increase of forty in public school at- 
tendance. In the same period 
the 


Parochial School was opened and it 
now has an attendance of nearly sixty 
pupils. Thus one year has given Reno 
a gain of one hundred pupils enrolled 
in the schools, public and parochial. 


This increase has been due to three 


causes, all of which will operate more 
strongly in the coming year than in 
the past year. 
1. The incoming of 


well-to-do people from the farming and 
stock raising sections on the eastern 
slope of the Sierra north and west of 
Keno, in California, and from various 
surrounding 
counties 
in 
Nevada. 


2. From Virginia and Gold Hill on 
account of the decadence in mining 
there. 3. The natural increase as the 
babies of Eeno become of school age. 
Our constantly increasing reputation 
as an educational center of a high 
order is an impelling magnet, attract- 
ing the attention and coming of fam- 
ilies from a large territory east of the 
Sierras. For two hundred miles north 
and south and for hundreds of miles 
eastward, we have the educational 
right of way. Shall we continue worthy 
of it ? We will have more than 600

NUMBER OF PUPILS PER TEACHER. 


How many pupils ought one teacher 


to have ? The writer, in the course of 
his investigations, has had his .atten- 
tion called to school statistics and re- 
ports from various cities in this 
country and Europe. In the larger 
cities the average is from forty to fifty 
pupils to the teacher, in some cases 
even higher—in New York for example. 
But in all of them the attendance is 
admittedly too large and other things 
being equal, in cities like Indianapolis, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, where the 
average per teacher is lower, the schools 
are better. Moreover, the educators of 
the country are substantially unani- 
mous in the conclusion that experience 
demonstrates that best results cannot 
be obtained with over forty pupils per 
teacher. In Germany recent legisla- 
tion enacted at the instance of her 
progressive young Emperor, provides 
that there shall not be to exceed thirty 
or thirty-five pupils to each teacher. 
Clearly if Keno would reap the best 
results in the public schools the aver- 
age should be kept at forty or under. 
The excellent condition of our schools 
to-day is not alone due to good supervis- 
ion and good teaching,though these are 
all-important considerations. The fact 
that for the past three years the aver- 
age has been about forty pupils, has 
aided materially in enabling teachers 
to obtain good results. In 1889—90, 
there were in Beno a part of the time 
at least, 550 pupils enrolled with only 
twelve teachers, giving an average of 
forty-six pupils to the teacher. Some 
of the rooms had sixty and seventy 
each, while others had about forty or 
under, one having about thirty. It 
will hardly be claimed by anyone 
famMiar with the facts that th'e schools 
were in the very best condition at that 
time. 
At least three of the rooms 


have been overcrowded a part of this 
year, the teachers in which admit their 
inability to secure the progress they 
desire. Such pressure may be endured 
one year, possibly, without much harm, 
but would it not be false economy not 
to provide against its continuance or 
recurrence the coming 
3 ear? 
I 


understand there are some people who 
said we have school room enough, and 
that they are trying to induce others 
to oppose additional school provision 
in Eeno, but I sincerely hope they are 
all mis-reported, for it is hardly pos- 
sible that intelligent people can hold 
views and take action so clearly in 
direct antagonism to the interests of 
the children, the parents and the en- 
tire community. 


NUMBER OF TEACHERS. 


If the foregoing statistics and views 


are correct, and their contradiction by 
any well informed person is challenged, 
ought we not now to have fourteen 
teachers instead of thirteen? Four- 
teen teachers, at forty pupils per room, 
would give 560 pupils, which is very 
close to the present attendance. With 
an increase of only forty the coming 
year, we would have 600 in attendance 
and ought to have fifteen rooms in 
which to place them. Bat the increase 
is almost certain to be greater than 
that. 


BUILDINGS. 


Beno school district owns three 


buildings whose aggregate capacity is 
twelve rooms. It is now renting one 
room in the old Congregational Church 
at $150 per year, and this room is ad- 
mittedly unsuitable for school use, 
although it is in the best room the 
School Board could rent for the pur- 


j pose. We have a plethoric school fund, 
and Eeno can afford to have, and should 
have, excellent school rooms and 
should own them all. Where are the 
additional school rooms to come from? 
There are no suitable ones to be rented, 
and if there were, it -would not be a 
business proposition for the district to 
rent them. Clearly we must enlarge 
the present buildings or put up a new 
building capable of meeting the wants 


of the district, not for one year or two 
years, but for many years to come. 
Lerus consider each proposition, for 
the conditions must be understood if 
we would reach a right conclusion. 


The Southside building accommo- 


dates well the small children south of 
the river. An additional room is hard- 
ly needed there at present. One room 
might be added there, but not more 
than one on account of the size of the 
grounds; hence the necessary addition- 
al room cannot be made by an addition 
there. 


The Biverside (" old ") school build- 


ing contains three rooms and they are 
usually crowded. The grounds there 
are already too small for the number 
of children—over 150—and no addition 
can be made to that building. In fact 
the building itself 
should be con- 


demned as a primary school and done 
away with. 
On the east and south 


sides it faces right on to the streets 
and the school yard is shamefully 
small for a playground. As a result 
many children have to play in the 
streets and their lives are often endan- 
gered by rapidly passing teams. Par- 
ents whose little ones attend there 
keenly feel the need of a building lo- 
cated on larger grounds. 


The High School bf tiding is well lo- 


cated and has fairly good grounds, 
though it is unfortunate that the 
grounds do not comprise a whole block. 
School grounds should be large enough 
for the boys and girls to play all the 
leading games of childhood. There are 
eight rooms in this building. -It has 
no general assembly room—a room 
that ought to be a feature of every 
large school building. If all the pu- 
pils could be brought together weekly 
or bi-weekly and addressed by the 
Principal, or by other persons, it would, 
in the writer's opinion, be a decided 
gain to tha school. Then such a room 
would be valuable for public exercises. 


Fifty feet might be added to the 


south side of this building—giving a 
basement (by going deeper than in the 
present building) that might in the 
future be utilized as a gymnasium or 
as a laboratory, giving two good school 
rooms on the first floor and a large as- 
sembly room on the second floor. 


Such an addition would be all occu- 


pied at the beginning of the next term 
if ready, and would probably bridge 
over the coming school year. 


The assembly room could be used as 


a school room until a new buiMing 
might be erected. This solution would 
be but temporary. 


Is it not probable that the pressure 


for room would be on again in 1895 ? 
So if this solution is accepted would it 
not be wise economy to purchase land 
for a new building, while a block can 
be obtained within reasonably central 
limits, and build on it when the build- 
ing is needed ? It matters nothing of 
whom you procure the land, providing 
that you procure it at a reasonable 
price and in a reasonably central 
locality. Let the people vote as to the 
locality and cost of school site. 


Another solution is to aim at once at 


a large new ten oV twelve room build- 
ing; 
transfer to it the pupils at the 


Biverside school,the old Congregational 
church and the surplus at the High 
School building, or distribute the 
pupils between the two buildings, mak- 
ing the new one the High School build- 
ing, 
if 
that 
might 
be . deemed 


best, finishing off and 
furnishing 


rooms in the new building as needed. 
This would involve the selling of the 
Biverside (old) building, which would 
bring probably half enough to pay for 
new grounds. This plan would cost 
more at first, though not in the end, 
but it has the merit of making sub- 
stantial provision for the next five or 
ten years-. It avoids massing of children 
together in large numbers, and would 
enable the pupils to have school build- 
ings distributed according to popula- 
tion. But if it is adopted a temporary 
structure of two rooms would have to 
be erected pending the construction of 
the new building to accommodate 
pupils, unless suitable rooms can be 
rented for the purpose. The building 
could not be erected under a year and 
a half, probably, as permission to bond 
the district would first have to be ob- 
tained ot the next Legislature. 


The writer has endeavored to present 


the matter on the line of facts and 
suggestions. Let us now have full 
discussion.
